SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S 
REPORT 


Nancy  Yee 


12/91 


Another  hat  I  wear  a  couple  of  days/week 
is  that  of  a  volunteer  at  my  daughter's 
school.  I'm  in  charge  of  a  banking  program 
that  is  sponsored  by  a  local  bank.  Students 
are  able  to  make  deposits  at  school  one 
morning  per  week.  As  is  often  the  case,  very 
few  parents  are  able  to  volunteer,  so  I 
decided  to  tap  into  a  natural  resource  -  the 
students.  Nine  of  the  4th  &  5th  graders 
help  out  on  a  rotating  basis.  They  escort 
the  different  classes  to  the  banking  room  and 
keep  order  in  the  line;  they  keep  track  of  who 
is  banking,  and  how  often;  and  they  also  help 
with  preliminary  math  calculations. 

Over  half  the  students  at  school  have 
bank  accounts,  and  on  a  normal  bank  day,  we 
see  approximately  50-60  kids.  Thus  far,  we 
have  had  only  one  bank  robbery  (a  kinder¬ 
gartener  dipped  into  the  till!)  and  the  theft 
was  quickly  solved  with  the  aid  of  one  obser¬ 
vant  student  and  the  classroom  teacher. 

Every  week  I  send  out  a  reminder  about 
banking,  clipping  pictures  that  are  appealing 
to  the  kids  from  the  newspapers.  Hopefully 
they're  picking  up  a  little  information 
along  the  way.  I've  shown  them  error  coins, 
coins  with  birds  &  animals,  Roman  emperors 
and  presidents,  Indians,  and  even  holiday 
inyots  and  rounds. 

After  five  deposits  the  students  earn  a 
"mini  c.d."  (50<C  goes  into  their  account) 
and  after  10  visits  to  the  school  bank  they 
will  receive  a  Whitman  penny  folder. 

It's  been  fun  to  be  involved  with  this 
program.  The  picture  on  the  next  page  shows 
part  of  the  Junior  Teller  crew.

LESHER  REFERENDUM  DOLLAR 


Collectors  have  Rood  reason  to  he  fascinated  bx  the  wide  assortment  of  souvenir  medals,  literally 
numbering  in  the  thousands,  which  today  are  referred  to  as  “so-called  dollars.  “  These  items,  often 
the  approximate  size  of  a  standard  US.  silver  dollar,  provide  a  diversity  oj  motifs,  including  places, 
people,  events,  and  ideas,  and  in  many  cases  date  back  to  the  J800's. 

One  of  the  most  unusual  '  so-called  dollars '  ’  is  the  Lesher  Referendum  dollar.  Octagonal  in  shape 
and  privately  struck  in  late  1900  and  1901  by  Colorado  businessman.  Joseph  Lesher.  these  medals 
were  intended  to  promote  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  a  matter  of  particular  importance  in  the  national 
elections  of  1896  arul  1900  It  was  hoped  that  public  acceptance  of  these  so-called  silver  dollars  would 
result  in  a  national  “referendum  "  on  the  subject,  but  the  venture  ultimately  proved  unprofitable. 

“Lesher  referendum  dollars  “  dated  1900  weigh  one  ounce,  bear  an  issue  price  of  $1.25.  and  are 
35  mm  in  diameter  Issues  of  the  following  wear  weigh  412.5  grains  I the  same  as  the  standard  silver 
dollar),  are  32  mm  in  diameter,  and  were  originally  priced  at  one  dollar.  Both  years  are  composed 
of  .950  fine  silver,  alloyed  with  copper.  Interestingly,  the  1901  issues  left  a  space  for  stamping  the 
individual  names  of  local  merchants  who  purchased  the  “dollars  and  were  willing  to  redeem  them 
in  goods.
